Canton, Sept. 14. 

Five Japanese warships opened fire on the Bocca Tigris forts 
this morning, from a point about half way between Hongkong and 
Canton, dropping shells with great rapidity on the Chinese defence

The attack commenced at 5 a.m. and continued for an_ hour, 
the forts replying to the warships’ vigorous fire. 
Simultaneously . with the sounding of the alarm at Bocca 


sought the Japanese fleet.

reporting they had damaged two Japanese warships. 

At present few details of the. engagement care as- 
certainable, but it is understood the damage to the forst 
was very slight.

HEARD RUMBLE OF GUNS 


Later. 


A few foreigners and Chinese this morning stated 


- they had distinctly heard the rumble of gunfire, but the 


majority of the populace slept soundly as the battle off 
Bocca Tigris raged. The city was not generally aware’ 
of the action for an hour or two after it had ended. 


Details are still scant, but Ad- 
amiral Chan Chak, in charge of the 
forts, telephoned. Canton that one 
Japanese crulscr and four destroyers 
participated in the raid, and that the 
forts had Instantly replied to the 
Japanese fire, Chinese planes roared 
off to meet the attackers, he added, 


The planes later reported that 
Chinese shells had landed beyond the 
Japanese ships at first and then had 
suddenly registered two direct hits. 
The Japanese withdrew aa the fire 
became more accurate.

’ Nanking, Sept. 14.

After o characteristic attack on tho 
Internatlohnl dangers of Bolshevism, 
Hitler declared it futile to oppose it 
by League laws.

“We see in him a genuine reptesenta~ 
tive of a Spain which will last for 
ever. Just as British and France do 
not want a shifting of forces in Spain 


:| favourlng Germany and Italy, so wo

“A Nationalist Spoln will be 
Spanish; but Bolshevism is inter- 
national,” he declared. : 

France and Britain are Oiled with 
diixlely, Hitler proceeded, Jest Spain 
bé conquered by Italy and Germany.

thus serving the purpose of a flower 
holder, This is cconomical because not 
many flowors are necessary, and they 
Inst ‘az long, if not longer, than when 
placed in water, 


When the flowers are in place, the- 
prass Will need to be watered more 
freely. The blooms will sct suMcient 
to drinks df the water Is seen just 
glistening on the top of, the sand, 

Flowers with woody or very thick 
stems are not sullable becnuse thoy 
need more water, Those with tender 
fireen stems such ng anemones, grape 
hyacinths, blucbells, pansics, &c., are 
the most successful, but individunl 
experiments can be made in this 
direction. 

These tittle “elds” can be planted 
in relays all through the spring and 
summer, und placed about the house 
on small tables and shelves, or on 
the dining table. Being more of 4 
novelty than the usuat bow!ls of cut 
flawers, they receive great admiration. 

When the flowers have withered 
fresh ones can be placed in the same 
holes; several changes can be made 
before the grass begins to turn 
brown. It should then be thrown 
away and the bowl refilled with fresh 
sand and seed. ;

REACH CAPACITY 


‘An estimated increase in the 
Colony’s population of 66,600 and a 
record water consumption on the 
isinnd, are interesting facts emerging 
from the August water returns of the 
P.W.D., which also reveal that Kow- 
loon ‘reservoirs had’ reached their 
maximum capacity by the end of that 
month. 

Island reservoirs contain 2,357.20 
million gallons as against 2,201.69 
last year, Tytam Intermediate, -Ty- 
tam Tul, Aberdeen Upper and 
Aberdeen Lower are all level, while 
Tytam (one inch), Tytam Byewnsh 
{two Inches), Wongnelchung (14

URSING under the 
N best of conditions is 
not a superficially 
attractive career for girls. 
No amount of reform can 
divorce from it long hours 
of hard ‘and, at times, un- 
pleasant work. “No girl 
should embark upon nurs- 
ing unless she feels a very 
definite vocation for it. 
When I began nursing, just be- 
fore my cightecnth birthday, I 
believed I had such a vocation. 
I believed I was fitted, physically 
and temperamentally, to be a 


nurse and I accepted the condi- f 


tions of work with open eyes. 

I was to be paid £18 a year, 
with a rise of £2 cach year ‘for 
the four years of my training. 
Out of this I bought £3 wortn of 
bouks, £5 worth of uniform.

Later on I had to find exami- 
nation fees and travelling ¢x- 
penses to the examination centre 
for my Preliminary and Final 
examinations. I “knew in ad- 
vance that I was not going to 
make my fortune. 


I knew also that I should have 
a fortnight's holiday a year, half 
a day off a week and a whole day 
every fourth week. 

A day’s work was from 7 a.m, 
to 8.30 p.m., with two hours off. 
Night duty was 8 p.m. to 8.30 
am.,, with no time off; meals to 
be tuken when they could be 
taken. 

These hours, I believe, are fair- 
fy general in voluntary hospitals 
throughout the country. In ad- 
dition a nurse had to attend a 
number of lectures. It was 
quite usual to come off duty at 
8.30 p.m, after a hard day, 
snatch supper and attend a lec- 
ture al 9 pm. Equally it was 
usual to wait up, after coming 
off night duty at 8.30 a.m., for | a 
lecturé at 11 acm. 


From these lectures we were 
supposed to learn the theoretical 
part of our work.

The ‘Association intimated It was 
against the idea of reducing the fees 
and JC funds permitted they would 
renin at the same scale as last year. 

‘The Referees’ Association, feelin 
this was hardly siffelent an assure 
imce that the feer- would not be "cut", 
decided 4o write buck and request the 
Football Association for a more de- 
finite promise. 

Referees would seem to have a per= 
fect virht to such a promise, There 
is no good reason why they should 
suffer a reduction in feces for worle 
which is often oncrous and at times 
unpleasant. ‘The answer to the F.A.'s- 
plea that the drain on the Associn- 
tion's budget at the end of the year 
may be too srent to permit full pay- 
ment to referees Js that this res- 
ponsibility should be passed on to 
the clubs. 

One finds it hard to imagine why 
the Association should — be saddled 
with such a burden, Elsewhere in 
amateur football you will find ft Js 
the clubs who mect referees’ ¢x~- 
penses, Certainly this in so in many 
parts of England, and # ls a natural, 
reasonable and the most satisfactory 
method to adopt. After oll [t is the 
clubs who benefit from the services 
of roferecs, Without them teams 

“would play under impossible handi- 
cups, That it can also be argued that 
on this busta, the Association Is an- 
other beneficlary, merely brings tho 
issue down to whether the Assocla- 
tion or clubs should be regarded as 
having the greater Habllity. 

This ts a question which the clubs 
and tho Assoclation should bo ablo 
to settlo amicably without victhmis- 
ing tho referees, If the F.A., and 
tho clubs fcel that tho burden of pay- 
ing for referees Is too greut to be 
borne by either alde only, the obvious 
solution ‘Isto reach a ‘compromise 
arrangement whereby cach makes o 
contribution.

opportunity of expressing my pere 
sonal opinion, not necessarily crithcls- 
ing—still less pralsing—my own 
work, but to say a few words about 
criticism of pictures in general and 
my conviction of what fs right in pro- 
ducing a work of art In particular. 


In critleising or studying a picture, 
granting that consummate skill and 
craftsmunship is proved, how. many 
of us will ever, notice, or for that 
mutter care about, that some- 
thing more. we call feeling? Gecn- 
erally a picture fs criticised for ine 
accurate drawing or lack of skill. 
But when a sensible artist-can paint 
with accurncy if he so desires, he will 
care less for drawing (since It will 
take care of itself), but will con- 
centrate to express fecling in this ple- 
ture by direct contact between his 
soul and that of the subject. The re- 
glistration. of necuracy !s at best only 
mechanical (notice, for Instance, the 
accurate fitting of a machine), while 
the reallsation of the artist's spirit, if 
successful, will mnke a work of art 
lively and everlasting. Such reali- 
sation calls on the part of the artist 
for keen fecling and interest for the 
subject on the one hand = and for 
spontaneity on the other, 


Feeling for the subject presupposes 
knowledge; that Is to say, the artlst 
painting it must not merely know or 
begin to know It by the moment he 
palnts it, but has to live in, acquaint 
with and indced become part of it. 
He hns got to watch for*the most fn- 
teresting and striking effects all the 
time in order to bring out the beauty 
and spirit of the subject to the full. 


Inquisitlve persons wondered what 
T was looking for as I used to wander 
nlong the praya gazing at sky effects 
and studying the Ife.of the low class

‘| one absorbed in one’s subject all the 


time, how much feellng could we ex- 
pect one to Impart in one's painting?

Simultaneously with the sounding 
of the alarm at Bocea Tigris, Can- 
tonese alreraft took off from their 
field stations and sought the Japanese 
fiect. They dropped many bombs on 
the warships. 

The oireraft returned to their bases - 
at 6.60 am. reporting they had 
damaged two Japanese warships. 

At present few. detalls of the en- 
agement are ascertainable, but It is. 
understood {he damage to the forts 
was wery slight. The extent of the 


damage to the warships could not be 
estimated. . . . 


~ Heard” Rumble Of Guns ~ 


: Later. 

A few foreigners and Chinese this 
morning stated they had distinctly 
heard tte rumble of gunfire, but the 
majority of the populace slept sound- 
ly as the battle off Bocen Tigris 
raged. ‘The ‘city was not generally 
aware of the action for pn hour or 
two after it had ended, 

‘Details are still secant, but Ad- 
miral Chan Chak, in charge of the 
forts, telephoned Canton that one 
Japanese crulser and four ‘destroyers 
Participated in the raid, and‘that the 
forts had Instantly replicd to the 
Chinese planes roared 
off to mect the attackets, he added. 

The planes later reported that 
Chinese shelis had landed beyond the 
Japanese ships at first and then had 
suddenly registered two direct hits, 
The Japanese withdrew as the fire 
became more accurate, 


Two. ‘Warships Damaged 


A relinble oMcial source reports 
that after the engagement the five 
Japanese warships departed “down- 
river, one of them damaged by a 
shell which struck {ts bridge, another 
hit by a bomb and enillling o bloud 
of smoke. 

The Bocea Tigris forts themselves 
were unhit throughout the bombard- 
ment, it now transpires, though three 
shells fell just short of them.

Novel Table Decoration 


A VERY unusual table.decoration 
con be made by growing 

grass plots in shallow bowls on wet 
silver sand, With cut flowers dotted 
nmong the grass these look like tiny 
miniature fields. 

The sliver sand can be bought fram 
an oll shop or secd merchant. 

FIL the bow] with dry sand and 
pour in cold water until the sand has 
surplus water flonts on tup, pour It 
away and shake the pow! until the 
wet sand fs perfectly smooth and 
level. 

Sow grass secd plentifully on this 
wet surfnce and place the bowl ina 
sunny window. Do not cover the 
seeds with more sand, 

This must be Kept moist each day 
by adding 9 little, water round the 
edge of the bowl, takings great care 
not to disturb the germinating secds. 
The sand quickly wbsorbs ‘its daily 
drink and Jn about three or four days 
the little seeds will be seen standing 
en end, and soon the tiny green 
blades of grass appear, “It takes abort 
n fortnight for the grass "plot to grow 
to n height of from 2% to 3 inches. 

When it Is high enough, plerce some 
holes well down [nto the sand with 
a skewer ond stick a cut lower into 
each hole, The Interwined root hairs 
ot the grass hold the flowers upright,

thus serving the purpose of a flower 
This 1s economical because not 
many flowers are necessary, and they 
last ns long, If not longer, than when 
placed In water. ~ 


* When the flowers are in place, the 
grass will necd to be watered more 
freely. The blooms will get sufficient. 
tu drink if the water 4s sccn just 
glistening on the ‘top of the sand. 

Flowers with woody or very thick 
stems ore not suitable because they 
need more water. Those with tender 
yreen stems such as ancmones, grape 
hyacinths, bluebells, pansies, &c., are 
the most successful, but individual 
experiments can be made. in this 
direction. 

These little “Actds" can be planted 
in reloys- all through the spring and 
summer, and placed about the house 
on small tables and shelves, or ‘on 
the dining table. Belng more of a 
novelty than the usual bowls of cut 
flowers, they receive reat admiration. 

When. the. flowers have withered 
fresh ones can be placed in the same 
holes; several changes can be mode 
before the geass begins to turn 
brown, It should then be — thrown 
away ond the bowl refilled with fresh 
sand und seed.

Bolshevism 
A Menace 


Berlin, Sept. 13. 

Speaking at the Nuremberg 
rally of the Nazi Party to-night, 
Herr Adolf Hitler declared that 
a German victory in the Great 
War would probably have had 
bad consequences for the coun- 
try. Germany would have, suc- 
cumbed gradually to the poison 
of national dissension. Instead, 
Germany had passed through a 
regeneration which was better 
than the mere building up of an 


outward structure. 

After a characteristic attack on the 
International dangers of Bolshevism, 
Hitler declared it futile to oppose it 
by League laws. He dented that 
General Francisco Franco, — the 
Spanish Insurgent leader, is a rebel. 
“We see in him a fenuine representa- 
tive of a Spain which’ will last for 
ever, Just as British and France do 
not want a shifting of forces in Spain 
favouring Germany and Italy, 60 we | 
go not want them to favour Rol- 
shevism. 

"A Nationalist Spain will be 
Spanish; but Bolshevism sinters 
national," he declared. 

France and Britain are filled with 
anxiety, Hitler procecded, Iest Spain 
be conquered by aly and Germany. 
“We ore Med with anxlely lest it be 
conyuered by Bolshevism, We. re- 
fard the spreading of Bolshevism in 
any direction a fundmental dislocation 
of western Ruropean equilibrium. A 
Bolshevile Spain would mean av grave 
economic Joss for Germany.”

DEATH 
SENTENCE 
APPEAL 


Capt. Campbell - 
. Murder Sequel 


‘Sentenced to death for the murder 

of Captain D, L. Campbell, of the 
Chinese Maritime Customs crulscr 
Cheung Keng, '22-ycar-old cabin boy, 
Chung Chi-cheung, appealed this 
morning against the verdict before 
the Full Court of Criminal Appeal. 
The grounds are derived from the 
decision of the Chicf Justice, Sir 
Atholl MacGregor, that the Court 
had Jurisdiction to put Chung on 
trial, 


August 24. 


The appeal was made this morning 
before the Chief Justice, the Puisne 
Judge (Mr, Justice R, E. Lindsell) 
and Mr, Justice C. G. Alabaster. Mr. 
J. Whyatt, Assistant Attorney 
General, appeared for the Crown 
and Mr. John Murphy, Chief Detce- 
tive Nnspector, was present for the 
Poltec; Mr. H. C. Macnamara hod 
the assistance ef Mr. Georre She for 
the: defence, the solicitors | being 
Messrs. G. K. Hull Brutton, 


NOVEL POINT 


Mr. Macnamara sald the. case 
would Involve consideration of 1 
rather ‘novel point of international 
law affecting, the relations of Hong- 
keng and China. 


Relating — the outline of the 
evidence, Counsel said accused had 
shot dead the Captaln about a mile 
outside Futaman Pass on January 
11 while the vessel was proceeding 
from Chinese territory to Hongkong. 
Subsequently there was a demand by 
the Chinese Government for ace 
cused's extradition but, after trial, 
he was discharged by the Magistrate 
who was satisfied that accused was 
born in Hongkong though of parents 
whose nationality was Chinese, The 
rejection of extradition had nothing 
to do with the scene of the ‘erlme 
but was purely a question of 
nationality. : 


After accused was discharged he 
was immediately re-arrested and 
later was tried at Criminal Sessions 
for murder at common law. No 
rellance was placed on any statute 
except Insofar as the punishment 

“was concerned. Mr, She conducted 
the cuse for the defence and It was 
mainly due to his help and the 
training .which Mr... She had in 
international law — that — enubled 
Counsel to prepare the appeal. The 
simple questlon before the court was 
whether or not it had jurisdiction to 
“try the accused and the possibility 
of future charges could be entirely 
ignored during the appeal. * 


The appeal was based on the 
Chief Justice’s decision which rend, 
in part: “It has been coneeded. by 
Counsel on both sides that, for the 
purposes of consideration of the doc~ 
trine of immunity, the cruiser must 
be treated as an 
vessel... . There appears to. be no 
direct or constructive authority.

“The tendency of text book writers 
on International ‘law would appear 
to be, certainly Jn modern times, In 
the’ direction of explaining = the 
doctrine of immunity as a. cordial 
and, free willingness on the part of 
one sovereign state as a compliment 
to another sovereign state, to waive 
part of Its complete sovereignty.
